They 
would all have doubtless lieen killed but 
for llie lact that they were m the en- 
giiien (iin at the time of the explosion. 

The Hero is a total wreck, sinking in 
two minutes. As nothing but the en- 
gine, r s hat and one shoe 'lave been <l;s- 
covered. it is thought he was literally 
blown to atoms. One bide Of the Annie 
L was badly damaged.

Kossuth's Clay.

ThouModt of the Dead Patriot's Country- 
men Throng the Street* of the Allen

Tt i:iN, March 1') The funer il jti v- 
ires over the remains of I^ouis Kossuth 
were iicid in the Hvangelical church yes- 
terday. The city was crowded with 
sightseers and the streets presented a 
most remarkable appearance, owing to 
the immense number of Hungarians, iu 
tull national coatoma, who mingled with 
tlie throngs. 

The streets through which the funeral 
procession pa-^sed were lined by the mu- 
nicipal guards and on all sides w.Tt to 
be seen mourning enibh'ins and crepe- 
diaped Hags. 

'ine cotlin inside the church rested 
nj)oii a iiandsome i atafahitie and was 
covered with rloW( rs. Standing {lictur- 
es.juely around the catatahpie was a 
guard of honor of Huiigari.m students 
in the national co-^tume. This guard of 
honor will n<'coiupnny the remains to 
Hilda- Pestli with tne reiiresentativaa of 
the municipality of that city. 

Owing to the fact that the church 
could not hold one-tenth part of the 
lluiigHrians as.sei:ibled in the city, niueli 
le->s the repvi«entativ<'S ot the many for- 
eign nations who desired to ilo lioni>r to 
the luenior" of Ko.-isuth, only the chief 
represent, itives of the Hung ihan dele- 
gaiions and the leading i I'l re.sentatives 
of lo.eign natioiLs were aliie to obtain 
udniittauce. Near the catafahiue were 
ihe sons of Koasutb, his sister and his 
nei'hews. 

Pa.stor Peyrot deliveu d the (nneral 
addre.ss in Italian, eulogizing I'iossuth s 
niivate virtues aud p.itriotic d' votii'ii to 
Hungary The ciioir then sang a choral 
liynin wntt -n by Luther and an anthem 
conn»<sed by I'alestrina. 
, Alter the simple ceremonies, the coliin 
was laid upon tne funeral car, drawn I n 
tour lioi-ses, and the nrocession nicpve I 
-lowly toward.-' the railroad station. 

The col tl wa.s headed by a drtai li- 
ment ot iieiunted municipal guard.-' lol- 
lowed by the municipal 1 and pliiviiig 
tuueial ni -i ;lies; the mayor of Tnr.n 
aud Ceueral Turr .Marku- the d. pi:ty 
mayor ot Budii Pesth and Dt , iit > 
Hohonczy, representing the Hungarian 
diet. Then caine the pallbearers and 
after them follow <l the luneral car. 
Behind the coHin were tll^■ sons ami 
other relatives of the gn at lluiigar: ci, 
and next came dt pntations from Hun 
garian societies, from w)Uiitl<.>ss Itaiiau 
societies and from the (jaribaldian as 
!:uciationfl. 

These were followed by the representa- 
tives of innumerable Mat^onic lodges and 
behind them was the main body of the 
Hungarians and other people who took 
part in the procession. In all there wt re 
•M banners draped with crepe, carried by 
the delegations which took part in the 
funeral parade. 

After the coliin ha<l l>een d(>p<«ited in 
the mortuary p.ivilion at the central i n 
trance of tii'" l ailrod station, the mayor 
of Turin delivered a most sympathetic 
oration and then formally gave the re- 
mains into the care of (ietieial Tuir 
Markus, representing the municipality 
of Buda-Pestb. The ceremonies were ft r- 
iiiinated with speeches delivered by men 
of minor rank. 

During the course of his remarks at 
the milroad station. Deputy Kolionc/y 
expressed on behalf of the Hungari.m 
diet, profound gratitude to Italy and to 
King Humbert for giving Kossuth a sec- 
ond fatherland. 

After the ceremonies a number o! 
Hungarians placed floral wreaths q\k>ii 
the (iaribalui and Cavour monuments. 

During the afternoon Ko.-'suth's sons 
calhd upon the mayor of Turin a!i<l 
ujion the prefect, thanking these ofhci:ds 
tor the inaiksot sympathy shown by ti.'. 
people ot Turin. 

Shortly before 9 o'clock last night the 
Kp( cial train to convey the remains of 
Kossuth to Buda-Pes'th came into the 
station and the cofiin was placed on the 
train. The guard of honor, composed 
of Hungarian students, then took their 
plat-ee in the carriage togtither with the 
members of Kossuth's family and the 
representatives of the municipality of 
Bnda-Pesth. 

A detachment of military waa present, 
and at 9 o'clock, as the train started on 
its jonmejr to the Hungarian capital 
three volleys were flred. 

The municipal authorities of Turin 
have decided, as a mark of respect to 
the memory of the great Hnnganan, to 
have a tablet, bearing a suitable inscrip- 
tion, set in the front wall of the house in 
which Kosauth died. 



PRMIDiN'T PtIXOTO S DECREES 

iBsargeate WIU Be Tried by MlliUrir Law 
Before Being Shot. 

Rio jANEiRO.March '29, -(Copyrighted, 
ISyi, by the Associated Press,]- The for- 
eign ottice authorizes the Associated 
Press to deny that President Pei.\oto has 
revived tlie imperial decrees of is;5s .m,! 
1K^L allowing the txecution. without 
trial, of jiersons who have taken part in 
a rebellion airainst the governmenl, or 
who have aided and abatied peraons an* 
gagetl in rebellion. 

The decree of March 2, as previously 
cabled to the Associated Press, makes all 
persons accused of treaaon liab|a to trial 
by military law. 

The diHuee of March 18 orders the po- 
lice to shoot uiHin the spot persons who 
are caught plundering during a combat. 

No uth.er decrees have been iasued 
bearing upon the subjeot'hy ttaa govern- 
ment Pr«sldant Paizpto. . 



MARRIED A COUNT. 

Another Foreign Nnhleinan Capturea an 
Ainerleiin llelreHii. 

Nkw Vokk, March 2i). The marriage 
of Miss Annie Seabury Brewster to 
Count Henri De Frankenstein is notable, 
not only from the tact that it nringa a 
foreign title to another American girl, 
but it ends a wooing moat enUitudastic 
on the part of the bridegroom. Miss 
Brewster is the daughter of William 
Cullen Brewster, president of the Plaza 
bank and a millionaire. The tnlde's 
uncle, who died a few years ago, left her 
^1,000,0U0, which has since been in- 
creased by good investinenta. Misa 
Brewster ia pretty, petite and a decided 
blonde. 

Count Henri De Frankenstein comes 
from a wealthy old Polish family, which 
has long been a power with the v atican. 
He is about *<i6 years old. His com- 
plexion, eyes and hair are dark and the 
lower part of hia face is covered with a 
closely cut beard. He looks foreign and 
talks English with an interesting accent. 
The most of his life was spent at Rome, 
where the family has a palace. He met 
Miss Brewster while she was traveling 
in the continent two years ago. From ac- 
counts it was a case of love at first sight 
on the part of the oount. 

Some weeks ago the oount came to 
America to preaa hia suit. He came 
armed with letters of introduction from 
some cardinals at Rome to Archbishop 
Corrigan aud Cardinal Qibboas. Mr. 
Brewster was at first adverse to the 
marriage. He would have preferre<l an 
American son-in-law, but finally he 
waived his objections. 

The one hitch, after that, in the mat- 
rimonial affair was that Mi>s Brewstrr 
was H I'rotestant while the count was a 
C 'athulic, but Misa Brewster settled mat- 
ters by entering the Roman (^tbolio 
churc.i.

The striu ture, owned by .Mrs. Nancy 
Eyi r of Salt Lake ( 'ity, wiw valued at 
|."),00O. It will bo a total loss, whicli 
fully covered by insurance. The hotel 
was managed by William Met luri^ it 
Sons, whose loss will aiiujiint to*l.r)U(J, 
partly insured. Many oicupants of the 
third floor narrowly escapi d with tiieir 
lives, the Haines from below idosini: tiie 
avenues. Many jumped from the win- 
dows, and but few escaped with more 
than the clothing they could hastily don. 
The losaea of th j guests can not be as- 
certained.

A FKmeer of Morcan Cnnntjr, Aged 
Nine-Three Yearn, 

Mahti.nsvii.i.i;. Ind,, Mar. h Jl). W ll 
iam Parker, aginl U.i and the oldest ni.in 
hi the county, is dead. He was Ixirii in 
North Carolina, Oct, 16, 1800. His wife 
survives him and ia but 14 days his 
junior. Twentv-six children are bom to 
them, bat only two ara now living. 

Mr. and Mrs. Parker ware two of the 
early pioneetv and hava been reaidenta 
of Clay township half a oantury. . Mr. 
Parker s requeata for a very plain and 
simple funaral service and that his b> dv 
beconTsyad to the graveyard in an or- 
dinary farm wagon ware folly oamad 
out. 

Mr. and Mrs. Parker were a remarka- 
ble old couple.

The wearv 
coiiiinonweal str.itigb d into Beloit at 
noon, live inilea o.it cji' .Vlli.ince and 72 
from Pittsburg. The march was broken 
at Nilea Junction, where Marshal 
Browne called a halt for half an hour.

Quan- 
titiea of food, such as ooftee, bread, itieat. 
sandwiches and 10 dozen boiled eggs, 
had been prepared by a committee of 
citizens and thia waa turned over to 
Marshal Browne. 

Camp Anna L. Diggs was a vacant lot 
near the deiwt, donated by a nromiuf nt 
townsman for that purpose. In a miser- 
able sleetstorm the army camped and 
was fed. Mr. Bonsall, who has man- 
aged the citizens' arrangements here, had 
Carl Browne to supper. The latter then 
held a crowded meeting in the ojiera 
house at 7 o' dock. Sixteen of the best 
of recruits enlisted joined iminediately.

, RICH MSN AND TAXES. 

One of the most startling facte bronglit 
to light in Mr. Stead's book on Chicago 
ii tho way in which the rich men of that 
city escape their just share of taxation, 
says the New York World. Twenty 
yeira ago the assessment for taxation of 
the property of Chicago, real and per 
aonal, was $312,072,095. In 189S it was 
bat 9246,790,351. Here in n -hrlnkaKe in 
twenty yean of about $70,000,000 in the 
aaseaaed property, while, as eyerybo<ly 
knowp, the wealth of the city has enor 
moosly increased. The rich have found 
ways of concealing it froAi aiNHori, adds 
the WorM. 

The assessors under oath makt the 
following returns of the persooAl prop- 
erty of the richest citizens: Marshall 
Field, $20,000; Marshall Field, Jr., 
$2,000; P. D. Armour, S^^.OOO; George M. 
Pullman, $12,000 ; J. W. Doane, $12,000; 
H. H. Koblsaat, $1,500; C. T. Yerkes, 
$4,000; Potter Palmer, $15,000. None of 
these men makes out or swears to his 
own aooonnt. The swearing is all done 
liy the aissssors, who are allowed by the 
Cnoauses grossly to undervalue their 
possessions for taxation. It is not with- 
out reason that Mr. Stead says: "There 
is a heavier sum in solid dollars pocketed 
every year by the •official perjurers of 
Chicago than is paid to any other ofBcUIs 
in the service of the city." 

Commenting on tbe above, the World 
thinks that an incomo tax enforced by 
the National Government would fetch 
soma millionaire tax-dodgers in Chicago 
and elsewhere to book. Now they escape 
doing tiieir proper share in maintaining 
the institutions of government under 
which they fatten by the false swearing 
of others, connived at if not suborned by 
l)ril>es. Many of them would not swear 
falsely themselves. Those who are will- 
ing to do it might not be able to buy off 
the Nation's assessors as eaiUy as they 
corrupt their local ofDcials. 

" Such facts as these revealed of Chi- 
cairo." says the World, "show why the 
rich are as a rule against an income tax. 
Witboat it they can escape doing their 
duty. They fear they may not be able to 
do so any more. Their talk about the 
evil of fabe swearing that it will promote, 
means nothing more than that they 
doubt tiieir own ability to be more 
honest than they liave been in this par- 
ticular. But they do not relish becom- 
ing liable to the pains and penalties of 
perjury in their own persons. But so far 
from this being a reason against an in- 
come tax it is a strong reason for it. 
T(i. I long and too lieiivily have taxes 
been imposed upon that part of the 
earnings of the people which is neces- 
s.ii iiy s|>eiit for .shelter, food and clothing 
instead of upon the surplus which is 
saved."
